when the federal, state arid city au­ 
thorities began raiding.

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Paris, Nov. 14.—The most critical 
political campaign in French history 
will close tomorrow 
night. 
Bolshe­ 
vism is a big issue, and today’ it was 
impossible to foretell what tho result 
would be. 
The suspension of 
newspapers by 
the printers' strike on the eve of the 
election leaves P aris alm ost without 
political nows except for potters and 
socialist organs. 
Voting will begin early Sunday, but 
it probably will be midday Monday 
before the returns are in, 
The candidates of the modern group 
have made then 
principal 
slogan: 
“Down with Bolshevism!" 
On the other hand the unified so­ 
cialists, the most radical element, are 
outspoken sym pathizers with the Bol­ 
sheviks and are savagely 
attacking 
the m oderates in posters and speeches. 
Both the m oderates 
and

are claiming a m ajority in the cham ­ 
ber of deputies but theroyalists and 
conservatives are working quietly ana 
and are making no claims at all.
